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Some people are born with an infinite ca- 
pacity for hating others and John Worden 
was exactly such a person. Particularly he 
hated Richard Ellis, a fellow student in the 
Institute of Advanced Science. There was no 
reason, except that Ellis was the only student 
with better graces than his own. And when 
they graduated, and went out into the scien- 
tific world, Worden couldn't forget his hatred. 
How could he, w T hen Ellis was the better 
scientist of the two, and reaped the headlines 
and glory? 

But then something strange happened. 
Ellis abandoned the field of physical science, 
and became what many considered a student 
of the occult. He claimed that we were sur- 
rounded with countless other worlds — unseen 
worlds existing in other dimensions hut oc- 
cupying the same physical space as our own, 
It was possible, he claimed, to enter these 
other worlds from our own, if only the proper 
formulae and methods could be found, 

Aqd, as you can imagine, John Worden 
seized upon this golden opportunity as a 
pretext for ridiculing Ellis. Contemptuously, 
he labeled him a witch doctor, who sought 
magic worlds outside this world. And in his 
heart, he exulted when Ellis was found dead 
cf a heart attack in his study. Obviously, 
judging from his facial expression, he,Jiad 
encountered some great fright, but 1 Worden 
paid no attention to this. His hatred was in 
no way diminished by his rival's death, and 
he still felt that if he could discredit the 
dead man. his own stature could L be increased 
thereby. He visited Ellis' home on a pretended 
condolence call, and when he left, Ellis' diary 
was under his coat. It had been a simple mat- 
ter, for it was in plain sight in his study. He 
would use it for his purpose — then return it. 

He read the book unbelievingly. He had 
scarcely dared hope that it would contain 
material so open to ridicule. Apparently* El- 
lis had abandoned the laws of physical science 
as we know them, and had come up with a 
species of magic involving strange incanta- 
tions, to be used in connection with his 
formulae to open his way into strange, other- 
dimension worlds, "Perhaps I should abandon 
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my project^ the last entry in his diary read. 
**I am on the right track, but I have seen 
weird pre-glimpses of another world that are 
frightening. But always, there is the tempta- 
tion to go on. But never, never shall I employ 
Formula A-3!" 



Formula A-3 seemed particularly rich to 
Worden, and he determined to publicize it to 
Ellis' discredit. So he invited a group of 
the country's most renowned scientists to his 
home, keeping his intention secret. When they 
were all gathered, he commenced to read 
Ellis* diary aloud to them, inserting laughs 
and jeers wherever he could. Objections and 
shocked murmurs went up. Apparently the 
audience was displeased with such reflections 
on the memory of a departed colleague, and 
Worden felt that something drastic had to be 
done fast. Formula A-3 should have the 
desired effect, 

"Here is the last thing that I wish to bring 
to your attention," he said. Carefully, he 
wrote out on a blackboard all of the strange 
and cabalistic signs of the formula. Now came 
the richest part — the incantation* With relish, 
he repeated it slowly, rolling the odd sounds 
zestfully on his tongue.
